2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Claim 1 is 
directed to a method for utilizing a third multicast channel in a communication system 
for jump-start messages, the communication system including three multicast channels 
having respective associated multicast addresses, wherein the first and second 
multicast channels are for the exchange of a hello packet and a link state advertisement 
(LSA) summary. Moy ("RFC 2328 - OSPF Version 2") discloses OSPF routing 
protocol utilizing two different multicast addresses for exchanging hello packets and link 
state advertisement (LSA) summaries; however, Moy does not disclose utilizing a third 
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multicast channel having an associated multicast address for jump-start messages. 
Independent claims 1 1 , 16, 33 and 38 recite similar features and are, therefore, 
allowable for the same reasons.
